1 . The subject-matter of claim 1 does not appear to be known from any of hte cited prior 
art documents, In particular, the feature that a set of switches is provided for the entry 
of a security pin is not known from any of cited prior art documents.The subject- 
matter of claim 1 is therefore novel within the meaning of Article 33(2) PCT. 

2. The problem to be solved by the present invention may be regarded as providing an 
audio card having a message to which only autorised persons may listen. The 
solution to this problem proposed in claim 1 of requiring the input of a security PIN is 
considered as involving an inventive step (Article 33(3) PCT) as none of hte prior art 
documents show nor hint at such a security device. 

2.3 Claims 2-8 are dependent on claim 1 and as such also meet the requirements of the 
PCT with respect to novelty and inventive step. 

3. The subject-matter of the claims is considered to be industrailly applicable within the 
meaning of Article 33 (4) PCT.

Certain observations on the international application 

4. The subject-matter of claim is not clear within the meaning of Article 6 PCT in that the 
player is not fully defined. It is not clear if the player is a part of the postcard and the 
description does not provide any information to clarify this point. Furthermore, the 
player is given the reference numeral 5 but there is no part on the drawing which is 
labelled with the reference number 5. 
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
